Tho flowors that lead ns pro- 
viders of tho popular perfumes for tlio 
handkerchief and.toilot aro thojasmmo, vio- 
lot, tuberose, rose, bitter'orange flower, and 
cassia. Combinations ot those with ambor- 
cris and musk result in-all tho dolieious per- 
fumes that aro used. 


'•Tboso flow-era, or tho most of them, aro 


indigenous to the south of Franco. Cassia, 
tho blossom oC tho cinnamon troe, comos 
from tho East ladies, as doos the tuboroso. 
Bitter orango Is from upper Italy. Tile oils 
of violot, tuboroso, jasmine, and other deli- 
cato (lowers, being highly volatile, must bo 
oitracted in a peculiar mannor in ord«r that 
they may bo rotained any longth of timo for 
use. 
Tho essential oil in violets is tho most 


volatilo of all fiowor extracts, and, as tho 
Cower itsolf Is tho most difficult to grow of 
nil tho perfume flowers, violot extract is ot 
double tho valuo of any other volatilo osson- 
tial oil of flowers. Cassia is used as a substi- 
tuljo for violot whon the latter is scarce. Tho 
oils of those Ilowers are extracted and hold 
by what is known technically as greaso ab 
sorption, but tho Fronch prive tho process tho 
more dolicate name of enflourago. 


"I do not know who discovered the process, 


but it is ono of tho simplest, and at tho bamo 
t:mo ono of tho most effective, known to 
chemical sciotico. 
A layer cf roflnod fat i- 


sproad upon a large wire sieve with small 
rnoshof. Upon this bod of greaso the dolicatu 
petals cf tho odor-b»mrn£ flowers are scatr 
toved loosely. Thon a lnyor of fat i-s spriitul 
upon llio flowers,-and thcc moro petals, and 
so on, until tho sieve ia tilled, 
It is tlion 


covorod up and subjected for ton cr twelve 
hours to a temperature just below tho point 
at which the fat would melt. Then tho heat 
is ir.croasod until the fat becomes liquid and 
runs through tho raoshos or tho siero, into a 
vat arranged to roceiva it, charged with th.i 
perfume of tho flowers. The loaves, up- 
parontly odorloss, remain in the siovo, hut 
one distillation does not rob them of all their 
sweotnoss, and 
somi: 
oC tho samo fat, 


when cold, is mixed with them again, and 
tho fiamo process repoated. Iu turn, sorn» 
oC tho tocoiid distillation is run through tho 
sieve with the Ilowers, which are then, iti- 
deecl, robbed of all thbir fragrance. 
Tho 


last two processes make tho doub'.o and 
triple extracts known to the trade. Tha 
greaso, holding tho rare oils of tho flowers 
is thon sealed in cans and is ready for mar- 
tot, which it finds all over Europo and in 
this country. The trado name of this grease 
is pomade extract 


"In preparing tho perfumes for uso tho 


manufacturer treats tho poma'le with odor- 
less alcohol, that made from corn being tho 
best, although spirits made from potatoes 
aud grapes are Ufod, but theso two are 
never perfectly odorloss, and, therefore, the 
finest perfumes cannot 'bo prepared from 
them, Tho alcohol becomes at onco tho af- 
finity of tho porfuroo hold by the greaso. 
and it readily leaves tho latter and joins 
tho spirits. The grouse is still there,.how- 
over. To remove It from tho afliliatod per- 
fume and spirits the compound is subjected 
to a gradually lowering temperature until 
the greaso congeals. It is then an easy mat- 
tor to run tho liquid off, and all that is left 
to do fa to bottli it, cork it, and label it, and 
it is ready for any lady's handkerchief. 


"Bitter-orange flowers, roso loaves, cassia 


and othor perfumo flowers have fixod essen- 
tial oils, which aro obtained by distillation. 
The noroli oil of trado in obtained from bit- 
tor-orange blooms. 
Theso flowers ar» abund- 


ant every whoro in Florida, and most oC -the 
othor choice perfumery flowers grow thoro 
and along tho gulf in profusion. 
About 


$5,000,000 worth of toilet perfumes are sola 
hero every year, tho bases lor tho most part 
of which aro Imported."

waukee street is interesting the people 
this extract from an English journal is 
worth reading: 


J nst at this timo when Chioogo is 


abandoning wood for street paving and 
adopting stone, the great European 
cities that hnvo been long experiment- 
ing with different pavements, are aban- 
doning stone and taking to wood. 
Tho 


difficulty in Chicago seems ID be thai 
no pavement hus ever been properly 
laid there, and the probability is the 
stone pavement now in favor will turn 
out as much ot a fniluroae the old wood 
did. In .London, Pnris and some other 
large cities abroad, stone, macadam and 
asphalt hove each 
been condemned 


and tho preference given to wood. Pans, 
less than two years ago, was largely 
paved with macadam and asphalt, but to 
duy the principal thoroughfares are 
paved with wood, even dowu to the 
Champs Elysees, where it would eecm the 
former macadam should have answered 
tbe purpose. 
Miles of wood are also 


laid in London. The result in both these 
cities appears to be generally satisfac- 
tory. The wood pavement is easily and 
quickly repaired; it is not so damaging 
to vehicles;

The method o 


laying the wood abroad differs consider 
ably from that generally employed in 
Chicago. A thick and durabie concrete 
foundation is first constructed, upon 
which a bed of cement, as hard and 
smooth as a floor, is laid. 
Then the 


wooden blocks are placed with the usual 
gravel between tho rows, and over I he 
whole is puured a thtn mixture of cement 
which permeates and fills every in- 
terstoe. 
The Chicago method was to 


level the street, fill in with sand, and af- 
ter laying a layer or two of cheap pino 
boards, place tha blocks on them. 
The 


boards decayed and the pavement soon 
became a mere succession of ruts und 
holes. Thereupon the Chicogoans con- 
demned the wood, when it was the en- 
gineers aad contractors, who were grow- 
ing rich out of tbe job, who should have 
been condemned. 
The Chicago stone 


pavnment is put down in a flimsy way, 
ancCmust soon be condemned also. A 
good house cinnot be built on sand- 
neither can a good pavement. 


There is the same difficulty with the 


pavement in Janesvillo that them has 
bten in Chicago; it was not laid in 8 
proper manner. The original Nicholson 
patent specified that after the street had 
been graded a covering of coarse cement 
should be laid, on this floor a layer of 
wooden blocks,*alternately four and 


ght inches loncWere to be placed with 


(jravel rammed in up to a level with the 
ong blocks. This formed a solid found- 
ation

close together in a bed of sand. It wears 
very slowly, will net sink if laid well, 
and is not expensive, as.whea there is a 
supply if good stone near at hand it can 
be put in for' about §2 per square yard. 
Its only drawback is the one fault- which 
it shares with most other block pave- 
ments—the tendency to be thrown up 
by tbe frost. This is a serious drawback 
to most styles of blocs road-beJe; but is 
now overcome by tha use of .a layer ot 
pitch, spread over the shiface. It it is 
put on thick enough to repel water, the 
frost has no effect upon the paving 
blocks.
